J. F. Rankin, Veteran, 


of Edmonton, Brutally Murdered 
at Calgary--Body Found in River 


CALGARY, Oct. 4.—The body of a 
man which has since been identified as 
that of James Ferguson Rankin, a| 
returned man of the 49th battalion, | 
and whose last known address was the 
Savoy hotel, Edmonton, was found this 
afternvon between 4 and 5 o'clock in 
the Bow river near the south bank 
west of Eleventh street Kast. Some 
boys playing about the river noticed 
the body, which was caught on a 
branch, and notified the police. 

That the man was the victim of a 
brutal attack by at least two persons 
is evidenced by the wounds, which 
have apparently been made by both 
sharp. unt instruments, There 
is a cut in the back of the head, frac- 
turing the skull, which runs almost 
from ear to ear. It is thought this 
may have been inflicted by a sharp | 
hand-axe, There are two additional 
fractures of the skull, one above one 
ear, and the other in the forehead, 
made by a blunt instrument, One 
finger is badly bruised as though from 
a blow; part of the teeth are badly 
broken from blows in the mouth and 
there are also severe cults about the! 
head,

The onset of the disease in the 
present outbreak in America is fre- 
quently very sudden. Persons being at- 
tacked with dizziness, "weakness, and 
pains in various parts of the body 
even while at work or on the street. 
Fever may be high, headache, sore 
throat and pain in the back may be 
severe. In most cases the fever falls 
in about a week's time 
recovery follows 

In from four to five per cent. of 
the cases, however, a pneumonia 
which is particularly deadly follows: 

The sources of infection are 
doubtedly secretions from the nose, 
throat, and lungs. Coughing playsa 
large part in the spread of this disease. 
In from two to four days after expo- 
sure to infection the symptoms com- 
mence, 

Vaccines and serums have been 
tried in Europe and are now being 
used in America but reports from the 
Surgeon General's office at Washing- 
ton show that as yet they do not pre- 
vent and are of doubtful value tn the 
treatment of this plague. 


To avoid influenza and prevent ita! 


spread the following suggestions are of 
value: 

Keep away from all places of as- 
sembly when this disease approach- 
es the west 

If smitten with influenza or cold 


in the head go to bed at once tn a| 


warm, well-ventilated room. This is 


the best way to avoid pneumonia or | 


other serious complications, 

Remember that while 
fever there is danger 

If a member of the household be- 
comes i!] isolate him at once and see 
that his attendant covers the nose 
and inonuth with gauze before enter- 
ing the room 

Many will become {ll through the 
carelessness of others. Do not 
forget to cover your mouth with 
your pocket handkerchief when you 
cough. This will prevent many from 
becoming victims.
